Two siU'iM-s.'Hivo items ol news pub- 
lished in n Now York pai>er suggest 
the reflection, which mnat have oc- 
curred at time) to moat people, that 
Jlio proud privilege of bearing arms 
possessed by all American citlzona Is 
lir no moans an nnmixml blessing. 

In one iti.staiicn. wliiuh occurred at 
a village in tlio Slate of New York, a 
hired man was aent by bis employer, 
a market gardener named Monk- 
moyor, to diire some goala out of a 
garden patch. For thia purpoae, ono 
might suppose, no more formidablo 
wea^wn would bu needed tiinn n stick 
or a handful ot pebbles. 
Qoats are not Tory dangerous 
animals. y«verthel«sa, tbe hired 
man was armed with a platoL irtiloh 
he let drive at Ilie goata. The resnlf, 
so far as these animals were concern cd, 
was nif; but tho bail lodged in the fuut 
of a girl, who was sitting on a col- 
tnge porch two hundred yards nwa}'. 
It appears from tho report that tiio 
people ot that neighborhood are in tho 
habit ot resorting to lethal weapons 
for the purpose of scaring goals and 
other deprnlators, and that the man 
Monknieyer is especially fond of lliat 
kind of sport. According to tlio fatli- 
er of tho wounded girl, "ho goes after 
boys with a gun sometimes whon they 
tiy to atoal apples." Evidently Mr.

Western 
markets steadily increased atrcnglh, 
and tho closing week recorded a 
higher range ot prii i s for all lyiies 
and grilles lliaii in any period dur- 
ing Ihe >ear. Exireniely high prices 
are being paid for the New crop, 
much of which has already been 
Tj.lJOrt KtlgslILP*' popular eatiniale 
Tobacco, X>,(m hogstfwJiWVrd re- 
crop, 4(j,UXI hogsheads. To take this 
Tobacco to llio seaboard, however it 
will be necessary fur expniicrs lo ad- 
vance prices very decidedly, aay three 
lo live cents on Leaf and two lo three 
on Lugs. Wc llnd home trade dip- 
ping deep into grades that have fur 
the past two or three years been la- 
ken entirely by exporters. The inaii- 
iifacliirlng demand is not confined lo 
sweet Creen Kivcrs and their ap 
proximatious, but is gradually going 
ieepcr and deeper into liuavier e.\ 
port grades. Our buyer (oneofonr 
largeti), who a year ago was taking 
anything but Burley, Is now taking 
Dark Tobacco entirely, and foor- 
llfths of tho purchases are purely ex 
port grades. Slioiild Ihe prc^ont ring 
of exporters tind it to their iutorcsl 
to hold down prices of export grades, 
then onrestiinate of seaboard recelpta 
.will be cut down from 75,000 to(!0,000 
hogshead;!, and should Congress re- 
peal the Tobacco lax, auQlber factor 
would enter Into tbe calculation, and 
aeaboard receipla would have to aub- 
mil to another cut. Should the lax 
be removed wo would have an ad- 
vance of two or four cents on all 
home-trade kinds, and fhia advance 
would cau*e manufacturer* to bo 
mora liberal In their purcbaees, and 
(hey would go etill deeper Into ex- 
port gradea. ft iajpoaeibia ibeiea- 
bo|trd m*y not rooaiva~ iru Wfm 
bog*head*.
